Clerk Theodore Lewis was that which was filed 
yesterday afternoon by John T. Shelby, attorney 
for the Chesapeake t Uhio Railroad of Ken- 
tucky, transferring tbr property of that com- 
pany to the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad ays- 



The deed conveys 513.86 miles of railroad in 
Kentucky and all the holdings of that company 
in this state with tbe exception of 18,000 acres 
of ooal land in the Eastern ssction of Kentucky. 

The deed was ha nded in to County Clerk Theo- 
dore Lewis in book form, aiid covers about thirty 
pages. It is the largest deed filed during tbe 
regime of the present clerk, and will take Dep- 
uty Clerk Cassell several days to copy it in the 
deed book. 

The transfer is made on tbe bssis of $1 and 
other considerations, the real stipulation not 
being mentioned. It is worded in tbe most 
techical terms, and is a long record.
